Diligent Inquiry
would lead to the belief that the Cabinet ottiser
who communicated the intelligence was elther
badly Informed or endeavored to mislead the
vorrespondent, for the statements made therein
fail to meet with confirmation. In regard to the
views of the President on this subject, it may

be stated on good authority that one of
the President's nearest  confidants, whose
name your correspondent Is not now at

liberty to divolge, hat been sent to Cuba on a
secret mission, the object of which Is to obtain
all the information accessible in relation to the
importance of the Unban revolution, wand to
report to the President the exact chances for
making the movement successful.  On the
strength of this report will depend the action
whiclijs to be taken by our Goyvernment with
regard to the recognition of Cuban fndepend-
ence. The views of the agent who has been se-
locted for this important mission are such that
no clroumstance will be lost sight of that will
tend to present the affaire of the revolutionists
in & favorable light.

presentation of gome sort or other,  The rumors
regarding contemplated expeditions from the
States to Cuba are not incorrect. A foree of for-
midable dimonsions is being prepared. A pro-
minent Western Genernl ol volunteers is in
command alrendy. and attention  is  being
diverted from the real port of embarkation by
the publication of fulse places as intended.  The
real point has not been selected, but it will be
neither at New Orleans nor New York. This
may be relied on. The last proposal of the insur-
gent agents is that both partiesbe allowed to buy
arms and ammunition in the States in open
market. There seems to Lo no way of getting
al this, unless it be nllowed suwh rosa, short of
recognition. The initintive in recognition our
Government will not take, but the insurgents
friends here aver that the steamer expected
from Vera Cruz at New York to-morrow or
next day will bring news of the recognition of
the insurgents by Mexico and Bogota, and that
their act will be soon followed by Chili, Colom-
bin, and Ecundor. This is what they say, and of its
truth the arrival of advices per steamer will soon
show one way or another, It is cortain that in-
surgent agents have been prosecuting efforts for
recogr ition in Mexico and in the South Ameri-
can republic for many weeks, The hatred of
those countries towards Spnin has been their
lever. Meantime the Government’s intention to
protect Ameriean eitizens in Cuba, and Ameri-
can vessels in Cuban waters, continues  un-
changed,

He then ran as fust as he could in the direce-
tlon of his home, and only arrived there in time
to find his dwelling nearly consumed and four of
his precious offspring shronded in a fiery bod.
Three of the children he found in the yard
screaming with fright and wringing their fittle
hands, and naked all but the night-gown placed
upon them by an elder slster whon they lay
down in bed. They hud made their escape throug
the uid of an older brother, aged about twelve
vears, who afterwards lost his daring lile in
the fire, in a forlorn hope to save anothoer of his
slsters. The scene must have boen horrible,
And what could have been that affectionate
father's feelings when he arrived to find his
home reduced to ashes, and his own rrm-]:)un
offspring mingled with the burning coals, The
pleture Is too sickening and sorrowful to con-
template or dwell npon.

The children had all gone to bed and were
ugleep, no doubt, when the furious monster made
the attack, Bome went to sleep, alns! to wake
no more in this world of sin and sorrow, The
oldest boy, nged 12 voars, was first awakened
by the strangling smoke; he made o leap for the
door, and succeeded in opening it; he then went
back into the house and dragged a younger sister
from it, and then n second, andthen a third,
and went baek again for the fourth, when lo! the
burning roof sank wpon his gallant head, and he
oo was geen no more,  The little fellow gave up
i life, after saving three of his brothers and
sisters, In a daring and heroic wet to save the
others, The four children who perished, strange
to eay, nre the oldest, They doubtless never
uwakened, but suffoeated with the smoke.

87, Lovis, Mo., April 20.—The stormn king has
been holding his saturnalia In this region.  Last
night we had a deluge of raln, accompanied with
vivid lightning and toerrific peals of thunder. No
particular damage was done, however, though
telegraphing was quite out of the quostion.
About noon yesterday o heavy rain-storm, ac-
companied by lightning and hall, passed over
the city. 'While the merchants wore on "‘Change
the lightulng struck the Chamber of Commeurce,
passing through the dome, damaging paintings,
and putting an end to the trunsactions. At 4
o'clock yesterday the most terrific hall-storm
ever witnesged for more than o quarter of & con-
tury burst over the city. The rain and hail fell
in torrents.  The storm came from the west, nnd
unnumbered panes of glass were broken lo win-
dows on that side of the bulldinge,

All the hotels suffered heavy losses from this
couse, skylights everywhere have been com-
pletely riddled, and an immense amount of
damage done to buildings in various parts of the
city.
